WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP)— 
A Congress already disputing 
some parts of the Administration’s | 
foreign policy today studied a re- | 
quest from President Truman for | 
‘a new foreign aid program to | 
build up backward countries all 


over the world. Specifically, the 
President wants: 

1. A fund of $45,000,000 to fi- 
nance American’ engineering 
and other assistance to such 
countries. 

2. Authority for the Export- 
Import Bank to guarantee new 
American private investments 
in those countries against the 
risks of loss “peculiar” to for- 
eign financing. | 
Truman specified “parts of | 
Africa, the Near and Far East, | 
and certain regions of Central | 
and South America” as regions | 
where the program would be ap- | 
plied on a share cost basis with | 
local governments, 

Leaders Cautious. 

A special message from the 
President on what he has called 
his “bold new program” was sent 
to Congress late yesterday. Initial- 
ly, leadets there were cautious 
about predicting its chance of pas- 
sage this session. 

Speaker Rayburn said there will

To Work With U. N. 

The President said he wants a 
long-term operation, in some ways 
experimental, to be carried out 
partly in co-operation with the 
United Nations. He laid heavy 
stress on a need to stimulate a 
great flow of American capital 
abroad during the coming years, 
and said Government guarantees 
against loss were needed to ac- 
complish this, 

His project, he said, would bene- 
fit American industry and agricul- 
ture by building up the living 
standards of countries with back- 
ward economies by making them 
better markets. In the.same man- 
ner, it would help prevent their 
peoples, who want a better life, 
from turning to “false doctrines” 
and “tyranny,” he said. He also 
argued that European recovery 
would be aided for the same rea- 
son. 

(In Moscow, the Russian Army 
publication Red Star today blasted 
Truman’s program as “American 
colonial expansion.” “American 
monopoly circles,” Red Star de- 
clared, “how openly express their 
intention of bringing to hand the 
colonies of Marshallized countries 
in Europe.”) 

One detail of the new program 
which was before Congress in a 
different form already has run 
into difficulty. The President said 
that his $45,000,000 figure included 
$10,000,000 previously budgeted. 
That sum was asked for develop- 
ment work in Western Hemisphere 
countries. The Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee this week de- 
cided that it should be cut by half. 

In his message, Truman said 
that one kind of assistance which

$1,000,000 MORGAN 


MANSION BID IN FOR 
$5233 DUE IN TAXES 


57-Room House With 23 
Baths May Become Part of 
~ Public Recreation Area. 


GLEN COVE, N.Y., Jiine 2 
(AP)—The 57-room mansion of 
the late J. P. Morgan, once as- 
sessed at more than $1,000,000, was 
bid in by the City of Glen Cove 
for the $5233 in taxes due on it 
at a jax sale today. 

The sale price represented one 
year’s taxes on the property. 

The 39-year-old building, called 
Matinecock by the wealthy finan- 
cier, had become a white elephant 
in recent years. Its most recent 
owner was Morgan Island Estates, 
Inc., -a real estate firm which 
bought the 76-acre island on which 
the mansion stands after Mor- 
gan’s death in 1943. 

The company sold several !ots 
on the island, and homes have 
been built on those. But no per- 
manent use could be found for 
the huge house, which is covered 
by a zoning regulation that re- 
quires it be sold only as a one- 
family residence. It has 23 baths. 

For a time the mansion was 
rented to Russian personnel on 
duty at the United Nations. 

A wrecking firm was asked to 
make an estimate on tearing down 
the house but said it was built 
so solidly it would have to be 
blasted to rubble at tremendous 
cost and with little salvage. 

The City of Glen Cove is ex- 
pected to seek a change in the 
zoning regulations and then con- 
vert East Beach, which is in- 
cluded in the mansion property, 
into a public recreation place. It 
is considered one of the finest 
beaches on Long Island’s north 
shore. 

It has been suggested that the 
mansion be used as a community 
center building in connection with 
the beach. -

Woman Leads Him Into Net. 

Mrs. Genevieve Parro, 55-year- 
old widow, led Engel into the po- 
lice net as they went into the shop 
to buy luggage for a proposed 
holiday trip. 

Mrs. Parro became suspicious 
of the smooth-talking Romeo — 
who posed as Paul Marshall, a 
wealthy Evanston resident—after 
he started a whirlwind courtship 
with her earlier this week. She 
notified Policewoman Marian 
Hagen, her sister-in-law. 

Police, who had been searching 
for Engel for allegedly ‘bilking 
another Chicago widow of $8000 
earlier this month, urged Mrs. 
Parro to carry on her romance 
with Engel. She agreed, and “con- 
sented” to a marriage proposal by 
Engel, whe police said has a po- 
lice record in nearly every major 
city in the nation and many for- 
eign countries. 

Engel and Mrs. Parro, with four 
of her sons and their wives, met 
at a night club Thursday night 
for a “pre-marriage” dinner. Engel 
agreed to meet Mrs. Parro at the 
Charles T. Wilt luggage shop yes- 
terday and buy her some luggage.

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Level in Brief Storm. 


PACHUCA, Mexico, June 25 
(UP)— At least 51 persons died 


here last night when a cloudburst, 
hail storm and flash flood rav- 
aged this centuries-old silver min- 
ing town, authorities said today. 

Twenty-one women, 19 men and 
11 children were among the vic- 
tims of the 20-minute storm. In 
addition to the known dead, 40 
persons were injured seriously 
and from 200 to 400 had been re- 
ported missing. 

Most of the victims died in the 
crowded Juarez market area. 
Flood waters battered down one 
wall of the market and, filled it 
to a depth of about 10 feet. 

“It was like dumping a pail of 
water into a dish,” said Luis Mo- 
reno, a volunteer worker. “The 
waters smashed down the two 
streets that channel into the mar- 
ket and just filled it up. The 
people who had jammed the place 
to get out of the rain drowned 
without a chance.” 

The raging waters scattered 
heavy refrigerators, tore away 
steel doors on buildings and, at 
the height of the brief tempest, 
pushed in two-feet thick brick 
walls. ' 

The waters spread out over 
business and residential] districts 
for a distance of almost a mile 
around the flooded market. They 
reached a depth of about six feet 
for a time but receded in a few 
hours. 

Pachuca, which grew up around 
the oldest mine in the Western 
Hemisphere, the Real Del Monte, 
is about 60 miles north of Mexico 
City. The Indians were working 
the Real Del Monte when Her- 
nan Cortes arrived in 1519.

IN AREA THIS YEAR 


Five new polio cases, none re- 
garded as critical, were reported 
from this area yesterday bringing 
the year’s total to 10 cases, the St. 
Louis and St. Louis County Chap- 
ter of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis announced yes- 
terday.

The chapter reported that only 
two cases had been reported at 
this time last year and in 1947.

A doctor should be consulted as 
quickly as possible when symptoms 
occur.”

WHOLESALE PRICE 
AVERAGE DROPS 
ONE PCT. IN WEEK 


Index Now 2.1 Pct. Lower 
Than Month Ago, 8.3 
Pct. Below 1948. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP)— 
Wholesale market prices dropped 
an average on 1 per cent during 
the week ended June 21, the De- 
partment of Labor’s Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics reported yesterday. 

The index stood at 153.2 per cent 
of the 1926 average, which is fig- 
ured to be 100. It was 2.1 per cent 
lower than a month ago and 8.3 
per cent under a year ago. 

Largest declines, the bureau said, 
were in livestock and meat prices. 
All major groups declined except 
farm products, food and chemicals 
and allied products. All these ad- 


vanced slightly. 

The mon wholesale price in- 
dex declined 08 per cent in May 
to 155.7 per cent of the 1926 aver- 
age. The May index was 5.2_per 
cent below May of last year and 
8 per cent under the August 1948 
postwar peak. 

The cost of living—a consum- 
ers’ price index as contrasted to 
that at the wholesale level—de- 
clined three-tenths of 1 per cent 
in the month ended May 15. In 
mid-April it had advanced one- 
tenth of 1 per cent over the mid- 


March figure.

The American Zinc Co. of Iili- 
nois today shut down the eight 
smelting furnaces in its Fairmont 
City plant, permanently eliminat- 
ing 450 of the 800 jobs available 
when the employes struck last 
Aug. 13. 


The action was taken in line 
with a company announcement 
several weeks ago that the fur- 
naces would be shut down unless 
a union, which had complied with 
Taft-Hartley provisions and rep- 
resented a majority of the em- 
ployes, was ready to bargain col- 
lectively by this date. Offiters of 
the CIC Mine, Mill & Smelter 
Workers, which represented the 
employes when the strike was 
called more than 10 months ago, 
have refused to sign non-Commu- 
nist affidavits, as required by fed-

From One Who Studied Problem 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As a native of St. Louis and a former 
member of the Mayor’s Race Relations 
Committee, I noted with sadness in the 
New York press the unhappy incident 
which occurred when the segregation 
bars were lifted on the use of public 
pools in the park. 

Such changes are probably never ac- 
complished without difficulties of some 
sort, but to yield abjectly to what seems 
to have been a carefully organized inci- 
dent is tragic indeed. 

I also noted Mayor Darst’s pledge to 
build more pools for Negroes from post- 
war bond issue funds, were such facili- 
ties deemed necessary. Perhaps some 
more pools should be built from public 
funds on the distinct understanding that 
these pools would, from the date of their 
completion, be open to all citizens who 
had been taxed for their construction. 

The removal of such curses as segre- 
gation is not accomplished over night, 
and we should not expect this. But asa 
first step towards its elimination I 
should like to suggest the establishment 
of pilot units in all kinds of organiza- 
tions — churches, the armed forces, 
schools, hotels, theaters, recreation facil- 
ities, hospitals, etc-—where those of us 
who resent deeply having to yield on a 
matter of essential human rights to the 
same unyielding prejudice, might exer- 
cise our privilege to choose freely our 
own companions, and demonstrate the 
value of such association, not only to 
ourselves, but to our community and na- 
tion. 

Such units .would be organized on a 
purely voluntary basis, and would there- 


fore, I believe, develop an esprit de. 


corps of their own which would make 
a very real contribution in areas where 
the transition cannot be expected to be 
an easy or a simple one. 

St. Louis has made such a fine record 
in the growth of tolerance and fair play 
that such an incident as that of the park 
pools is doubly disheartening.

Attention—Three Senators 


Three Missouri State Senators—unknown and 
thoroughly uncertain—have changed their minds 
about admitting Negroes to state colleges. They 
were intimidated by the racial disturbanee in 
St. Louis Tuesday, and because they are mem- 
bers of the powerful Senate Education Commit- 
tee, the‘Negro admission bill is endangered just 
when its passage becomes most urgent. 

These three Senators should inspect what hap- 
pened at Fairgrounds park more carefully, be- 
fore they lose their confidence in every other 
Missourian and sink the entire State into new 
submission to race prejudice. 

In no case should the entire State of Missouri 
bow to the violence of some St. Louis youths 
with an underdeveloped social sense, who were 
flirting with a new approach to juvenile delin- 


quency. 


What of the University of Missouri students? | 


They voted 4156 to 1847 to admit Negro stu- 
dents. 

What of the faculty? 
to end the color ban. 

What of the University’s Board of Curators? 
They moved to end the waste and unfairness of 
professional education according to color. 

Above all, what of the House of Representa- 
tives, which passed the admission bill by the 
lopsided margin of 100 to 8? 

Surely the three State Senators would not set 
themselves against all of these. 

In behalf of Missouri’s reputation among its 
neighbors, the three Senators chose a remark- 
ably inopportune time to change their minds. 
This week the University of Kentucky and the 
University of Oklahoma both announced accept- 
ance of Negroes as graduate students. The Uni- 
versity of Arkansas already had done so. 

Missouri is no more prejudiced than these 
states, no less tolerant, no shallower in its re- 
spect for democratic rights. And we do not be- 
lieve Missouri is more cowardly. 

Kansas, Illinois and Iowa—all neighbors of 
Missouri—have from the beginning admitted 
students to their universities without regard to 
color. Missouri can and should do as much 
three-quarters of a century later. 

Senate action on the Negro admission bill 
has become imperative, and just because of what 
happened this week in Oklahoma, in Kentucky— 
and in St. Louis.

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One on His Own Home Town 


The one-day airplane tour and on-foot, into- 
the-corners investigation that 10 members of 
the House made in New York and Philadelphia 
slums this week revealed some appalling condi- 
tions. It proved a clincher for some of the 
members who had some doubts about the Na- 
tional Housing bill. 

Representative Fulton of Pennsylvania report- 
ed conditions “‘worse than anything I saw in 
the displaced persons camps in Europe.” The 
shocked feelings of Fulton and his companions 
were somewhat relieved, however, when they in- 
spected the clean, fresh low-rent apartment 
buildings erected as federal housing projects. 

When they returned to Washington they heard 
Representative John B. Sullivan bring St. Louis 
into the picture as he confessed to the House 
that “my city is suffering from a cancerous dis- 
ease. It is rotting with blight and decay, thou- 
sands of its families bear the mark of life in 
the slums. These are harsh words but they are 
not a reproach to St. Louis because the same 
thing is true of every American city.” 

Certainly this was one time that a Congress- 
man could be not only excused but also com- 


‘mended for speaking ill of his own home city. 


The truth about the horrible conditions in the 
slums of the richest nation on earth must be 
brought home again and again and in every way 
possible until they are finally remedied. 
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Unfinished Revolution in Illinois 

When the truth about the Green Administra- 
tion began to appear, Illinois voters voted it 
out of office. The continuing flow of disclosures 
since then amply confirms the waste and shame 
that a great state has been dragged through. 

There were those newspaper men bribed with 
nominal jobs so that they would print favorable 
things about the G.O.P. machine and ignore 
things that were wrong. 

There was the political bribery of some labor 
leaders, also by putting them on the state pay- 
roll, and the hatchet-work these hirelings did 
for the machine. 

There was the large-scale purchase of food for 
state institutions from “inside” wholesalers, 
sometimes even above retail prices. 

And now there is the disclosure that former 
Attorney General George H. Barrett “took care” 
of Republican politicians, including Minority 
Leader Reed F. Cutler of the Illinois House, by 
putting them in the way of fat fees for “in- 
vestigating” inheritance tax cases. 

Already the story sounds more like one of 
the more corrupt banana republics or Arab prin- 
cipalities than it does a modern American state. 
And the story isn’t all told yet. 

Not only that, but the revolution of Nov. 2, 
1948, is far from secured. The voters have 
elected a first-class Governor, but Adlai Steven- 
son lost a key battle at the outset when the 
Legislature refused to start the machinery to 
rewrite the state’s antiquated Constitution. The 
Governor and the people who elected him 
know what Illinois needs. But, up to now, 
peanut legislators are more interested in such 
things as suppressing freedom of inquiry in the 
state’s independent universities. 

Political affairs in Illinois have looked up 
greatly these.last few months. But the sinkhole 
was deep, and the rim hasn't been reached yet.

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No More Political Postmasters? 


President Truman went a long way toward 
proving the sincerity of his demand for gov- 
ernmental reorganization when he recommended 
that all postmasters be taken out of politics. 

Postmasterships have long been regarded as 
traditional “spoils” of political victories. In- 
deed, it. was felt necessary to fill these posts 
with party regulars as one of the more effective 
devices for keeping party machinery intact 
from election to election. 

The appointive process was refined a bit a 
few years ago, but its essential nature was not 
changed. All postmasters were theoretically put 
under civil service. The filling of all but the 
smallest offices—fourth class—was, however, 
kept in the President’s hands. He was given the 
choice of naming one of the three highest rank- 
ing candidates for a given office. This choice 
and the requirement of senatorial confirmation 
left plenty of room for politics. 

Now Mr. Truman wants to turn over all 
appointments to the Postmaster General who, in 
turn, is to be guided by civil service regulations. 
That means giving up direct political power over 
at least 21,000 jobs. It must make the old-fash- 
ioned organization politicians wince, but it is in 
line with the Hoover recommendations and it 
has long been justified by common sense. 

This is not exactly a new idea with Mr. Tru- 
man. He showed his desire to put the postal 
service on a non-political basis when he appoint- 
ed Postmaster General Donaldson, a career 
man who began as a letter carrier at Shelbyville, 
Ill., in 1908, to his Cabinet post. Traditionally, 
this post should have gone to the chief political 
functionary of the President’s party, the chair- 
man of its national committee. 

Mr. Truman has now shown that this was more 
than just a gesture for the record. He wants 
to go all the way. This disinterested approach 
ought to win a hearing for the other recommen- 
dations he has made for putting the mails on 
a strictly business basis. If the politicians on 
Capitol Hill mean what they have been saying 
about efficiency and economy, the President has 
given them a chance to prove it. 
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Broaden This Bill 


An urgent cause to make life fairer for more 
than a million rank and file Americans has ad- 
vanced in Congress. This is the bill to increase 
from 40 to 75 cents an hour the present mini- 
mum wage in industries affecting interstate 
commerce, now indorsed by the Senate labor 
committee. 

The current slackening in emplayment should 
have not the slightest bearing on the course of 
this bill. The 40-cent wage was set in 1938. 
Since then the world has gone through an infla- 
tionary war, the full effects of which have not 
vet been. felt. 

The shortcoming of this measure as reported 
is that it does not go far enough. It should be 
broadened to include many workers not now 
covered. This is a cardinal element of the Fair 
Deal. Are there not progressive Senators who 
will see that it is so amended on the floor? 
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Powerless Against Mob Rule 

With the return of the hood, nightshirt and 
lash to Alabama, Congress and the Justice De- 
partment have teamed to investigate floggings. 
This federal effort should drive home to citi- 
zens how ineffective their Government is to deal 
with mob rule. 7 

Chairman Celler says the House Judiciary 
Committee hopes to identify the floggers, which 
is more than anyone else has done, and prob- 
ably more than any “outsiders” can do in the 
South. Celler concedts it will be difficult to 
round up witnesses. But granting that the com- 
mittee can reveal some hooded culprits, what 
can Washington do about it? 

In 1939, the Justice Department revived two 
80-year-old sections of the Criminal Code to at- 
tempt prosecution of state and local officials 
who, by conspiracy or under color of law, tried 
to deprive citizens of their constitutional rights. 

Nowhere on the books, however, is there an 
effective legal remedy for mob action. The Gov- 
ernment can deal with local officers who set 
themselves above the law; it is almost powerless 
to protect citizens against deprivation of liber- 
ties by other private citizens. 

Congressman Celler has written a bill to plug 
this hole in the defenses of the Constitution. 
His measure would outlaw conspiracy to oppress 
or intimidate citizens, create a civil rights com- 
mission and enlarge the FBI’s civil rights branch 
for enforcement. 

Even if the Alabama investigation unmasks no 
offenders, it will not be fruitless. The federal 
inquiry should prove that the Government can- 
not crack down on the local Kludds and Kleagles, 
and that only a new law can make the Bill of 
Rights mean what it says, 
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The Latest Small Loan Strategy 

The small loan lobby in Jefferson City cer- 
tainly never stops trying. No effort seems too 
hopeless in its battle to collect interest rates of 
30 per cent or more. 

It would seem that the lobby’s spirits should 
have been dampened when the*House the other 
day refused to go along with the State Senate 
and its own conference committee on a 32 per 
cent bill. But not so. The small loan crowd 
came right back on a new tack, an amendment 
to wipe out Section 44 of Article 3 of the State 
Constitution, the section which put an end to 
high rates in Missouri four years ago.

Good Thing About Co-ops 


Vermont Senator finds great promise in co-operative enterprises; 
says they are already fully taxéd and lays campaign against them to 
business men who dislike competition; praises their ability to act 
as “a bulwark between private industry and government controls.” 


From a C. B.S. Speech by Senator George D. Aiken 


Although the co-operative movement is 
well over a hundred years old, it is mainly 
within the last 30 years that it has come 
to play an important part in the American 
social and economic system. While the 
farm co-operative does the greatest volume 
of business, we find co-operation in many 
other fields such as 
banking, home own- 
ing and insurance. 

The consumer co- 
operative, which is 
the oldest type, is 
now becoming § in- 
creasingly important 
in the economic field. 

Doubt has. been 
planted in the minds 
of some not familiar 
with the work of co- 
operatives as to Senator Aiken 
whether they should be permitted to enter 
the competitive field of business. I hope 
that what I am going to say will help to 
clear away that doubt. As a matter of 
fact, any co-operative which invades a field 
where it is not needed stands little chance 
of success. No co-operative should be es- 
tablished just for the sake of having one, 
unless there is a definite need for it. 
When the producers or consumers of com- 
modities are unable to secure goods of the 
proper quality at reasonable prices, or 
when services are inadequate, then a co- 


operative generally fills this need. 


Other Stores Raise Standards 


Farm co-operatives enable the family 
farm to survive in this age when the trend 
is toward big business and mechanized 
farming. 


The cohsumer co-operative is now playing | 


an increasingly important role in our eco- 
nomic system. Hore again the objective is 


.to secure goods and services at the lowest 


price consistent with quality. The estab- 
lishment of a consumer co-operative in a 
town frequently results in raising the stand- 
ards of all other stores in the community. 

The credit union has become a factor 
in the field. Through this type of co-op, a 
group of people may each invest small 
sums from $5 upward. This establishes a 
fund from which they may themselves se- 
cure temporary small loans at reasonable 
interest rates, which, as a rule, do not in- 
terest the commercial banks. 


A Weapon Against Monopolies 


The advent of co-operative insurance re- 
sulted in sharp reductions in rates and 
greater efficiency in the management of 
insurance for farm, factory, home and au- 
tomobile owners. 

It is not consumers and farmers alone 
that have benefited through co-operatives. 
In the city of Washington, over 250 inde- 
pendent grocery stores united in order to 
advertise and purchase co-operatively. By 
so doing, the operators of these stores were 
able to meet the competition of corporate 
merchandising and remain in business. The 


‘ Federal Reserve Bank and the Associated 


Press are other well-known examples of 
co-operative effort. 
It was inevitable that as co-operatives 


grew in number and strength that they 
would incur the hostility of certain big 
business enterprises. Without doubt, co- 
operatives do regulate prices and quality 
of goods and services. They prevent monop- 
olies and they narrow the spread between 
the price the producer receives and that 
which is paid by the consumer. This, of 
course, cuts into the profits which might 
otherwise be made by speculative interests. 


Within recent years, there has developed 
a powerful movement against co-operatives. 
Although the powerful interests backing 
this movement announce other objectives, 
it goes without saying that their real pur- 
pose is to destroy the competition and 
the regulatory influences of the co-opera- 
tives. 


How the Refund Plan Works 


The charge that co-operatives do not pay 
taxes is false, but it makes a popular ap- 
peal to some uninformed small business 
men who are finding it hard to meet their 
own competition. 

Under the law, a co-operative acts as 
agent for its members. In making pur- 
chases, the member pays a full eompeti- 
tive price for what he buys. If it develops 
that the money advanced for purchases is 
more than is necessary, the difference is 
refunded to the member. 

This amount refunded clearly should be, 
and is, exempt from taxes because the 
money does not belong to the organization 
but to the member and represents either 
a refund for overpayment on purchases or 
the final payment for commodities con- 
signed for sale. 


Protection Against Controls 


The co-operative pays all kinds of taxes 
that other forms of private industry pay. 
If it makes money which is not refunded 
to its members, an income tax must be 
paid on that, also.g Any corporation has 
the same right as co-operatives to refund 
excess profits to its customers without pay- 
ing taxes on such refunds. There are many 


instances where this is being done. 


Co-operatives are a bulwark between 
private industry and government controls. 
When an individual or a corporation—even 
our largest—begins to feel an economic 


‘ gequeeze, they will, in the final analysis, 


turn to government for relief. With gov- 
ernment relief, however, goes government 
controls and political monopoly, which are 
no less repugnant to the average American 
than economic monopoly.

Between Book Ends 


Inside Russia’s Satellites 


BEHIND THE CURTAIN, by John Gunther.

Because he is hard-working, modest, fair~ 
minded and extremely well versed in first- 
hand knowledge of Burope, John Gunther 
has been able to write the best book so far 
published about Russia’s satellites: the un- 
fortunate, poverty-stricken Communist- 
dominated, commercially exploited buffer 
states ringing the terrified Russian colossus 
on its western front. 


Accompanying Gunther through the cur- 
tain is a little like accompanying Alice 
through the looking glass. Gunther insists 
that the Communists actually believe, in a 
“half-crazy” way, they are s ing the 
truth when they redefine “Democracy” and 
“Freedom” and “Law” to suit their own 


purposes. 
That these words have precise meanings 


' with thousands of years of tradition behind 


them does not bother the parvenu Marxists, 
who in any case are so busy reshaping his- 
tory, science, philology, semantics and every 
other logos in their own image, that they 
think nothing of 
twisting “the mean- 
ing” while throttling 
all civil liberties. 
Gunther went in 
through Italy, where 
the frightening birth 
rate (400,000 more 
births than deaths a 
year) virtually as- 
sures Communist 
domination the min- 
ute America with- 
draws huge financial 
support. 
He found the 
Johan Gunther younger American of- 
ficers at. our Trieste 
frontier shockingly belligerent. “In fact,” 
Gunther says, “the only time we thought ‘ 
that war was imminent was when we trav- 
eled in American domains.” 

Gunther does not mean by this the Com- 
munists have stopped being rude, avaricious, 
exasperating obstructionists plotting world 
domination. It merely means that tem- 
porarily, at least, they are too weak to want 
war and are still convinced that a huge 
American financial collapse in the 1950s 
will throw the “decadent democracies” into 
their laps without the danger and expense 
of open warfare. 


* * x 


The Iron Curtain in some places is mere 
chicken wire, as Gunther points out. The 
British-Polish trade pact, the air lines and 
rail lines connecting East and West, the 
surprising carelessness with which fron- 
tier guards examined their papers, and the 
willingness of high Communists to talk to 
a Westerner—at least one of Gunther’s 
standing—made him feel that the “Curtain” 
is far from hermetically sealed. 


Despite filth, poverty, tyranny, misman- 
agement and incredible fear, the satellite 
states show varying degrees of recuperation 
from the war. The Poles, for instance, are 
rebuilding Warsaw with great bravery and 
high morale. Tito’s “voluntary” work gangs 
are building roads and marching with songs 
and flags to this unpaid extra labor. The 
Czechs are deeply depressed. _ 

Moscow seems to be using a considerable 
amount of tact in some of these nations. 
The people are little aware of the behind- 
the-scenes wire pulling. In any case, they 
are so happy to throw off the shackles of 
feudalism that few of them realize how 
empty are the promises of their new and 
violent rulers, 

Gunther leaves you with the feelirig that, 
barring some terrible accident or major in- 
cident, war may be long postponed and 
even, perhaps, completely avoided. Tito’s 
form of national communism may spread 
to other satellite nations and greatly weak- 
en the Russian bear hug. 

Our best bet, however, in the long run 
is to avoid economic collapse and to prove 
conclusively that we can make democracy 
work while evolving toward ever- 
socia] justice. Strong, determined, judici- 
ous and patient, we may yet save the world.

KUETER IMPRESSIVE 
AS CONCERT SOLOIST 


Exhibits Understanding of 
Mozart’s D Major—Ex-St. 
Louisan’s Work Given.

The St. Louis Little Symphony 
Association offered its first solo- 
ist of the season last night at the 
concert in Washington University 


Quadrangle when Paul Kueter and 
the orchestra played Mozart’s 
Piano concerto in D Major under 
the direction of Stanley Chapple. 


Mr. Kueter, who has played with 
the St. Louis Symphony and in 
recitals here, again impressed the 
audience as a pianist of facility 
who understood the special values 
of the music, under consideration. 
Save for the first movement, when 
some of the runs were brittle and 
an occasional false note was 
struck, his exposition of the 
“Coronation” concerto was lucid, 
sensitively stressed and _ well 
paced. The orchestra provided a 
closely knit accompaniment. 


The novelty of the evening was 
the Partita by Gardner Read, an 
American composer who formerly 
lived in St. Louis. The first and 
third movements were rhythmic- 
ally stimulating, with an-~ inter- 
esting use of displaced accents, 
had unusual sonorities and made 
an effective use of modern, but 
easily accepted harmonies. The 
larghetto was serene and some- 
what reflective. It was a strong, 
transparent and well organized 
score. A remote kinship with Roy 
Harris and Aaron Copland was 
occasionally suggested.

The charm and surface manner- 
isms shared by most of the Eight- 
eenth Century composers gave an 
agreeable felicity to the little 
Symphony in D Major by Johann 
Christian Bach, which was de- 
livered gracefully and with an 
appropriate lightness. This par- 
ticular son of Johann Sebastian 
had the privilege of holding the 
child Mozart on his knee while 
both played the cembalo and un- 
doubtedly exerted some influence 
on the prodigy. Musically speak- 
ing, however, the child is the 
father of the man; the symphony 
might pass as the work of a bright 
Mozart pupil who hadn’t learned 
the art of development.

McMahon replied that he had 
stated the American people “were 
entitled to a full and fair presen- 
tation of the evidence on which 
Senator Hickenlooper based his 
charges, and that the commission 
was entitled to an equal opportu- 
nity to reply.” He added: 

“When we finish our work— 
which I hope will be as speedily 
as possible—the joint committee 
must render its findings and its 
report. I can see no other satis- 
factory procedure.” 

Hickenlooper told reporters that 
“apparently the investigation is 
|producing some results that are 
making some people uneasy.” 

Support for Price. 

Price got some support from 
Representative Henry M. Jackson 
(Dem.), Washington. Jackson re- 
peated to reporters an earlier 
charge that the hearing is a “car- 
nival of confusion.” 

“The accusations are ridiculous,” 
he said.

Financial assistance has been 
extended 61 veterans of World 
War II whose homes were de- 
stroyed or damaged by the tor- 
nado which struck sections of 
Cape Girardeau, Mo., last May 23, 
it was announced today by E. J. 
Wieland, manager of the St. Louis 
office of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration. 

Homes of 29 veterans were de- 
stroyed, he said, while residences 
of 32 others were damaged in 
amounts ranging from $100 to 
$4000.

NIAGARA’S OUTPUT OF POWER 
SOME DAY MAY BE DOUBLED 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y. (UP) 
—Mighty Niagara Falls, under the 
guidance of American and Cana- 
dian utility experts some,day may 


be harnessed to produce twice as 
much electricity as at present, 

Exactly how much electrfeity 
Niagara will produce in the future 
depends largely upon a new inter- 
national treaty to be negotiated 
between the United States and 
Canada. Among other things, the 
treaty will deal with water diver- 
sion in the Niagara river for | 
power purposes. 

In the immediate future, the 
Niagara Falls Power Co. plans to 
go ahead with a $60,000,000 project 
to generate more electricity if the 
treaty makes permanent the pres- 
ent emergency diversion of water 
for power purposes. 

The water, taken from the river 
on both American and Canadian 
sides above the falls, would be car- 
ried downstream by canals four or 
five miles to obtain the advantage 
of the river’s full drop of approxi- 
mately 310 feet. Spokesmen said 
the diversion would in no way de- 
stroy the scenic beauty of the 
falls. 

The original boundary water 
treaty allows the United States to 
divert 20,000 cubic feet of water 
per second and 36,000 cubic feet 
for Canada. Emergency increases 
have raised the maximums to 32,- 
500 cubic feet per second for the 
United States and 56,500 for Can- 


ada. 


VIRGINIA MANSION DEDICATED 


AFTON, Va. (UP)—A_ white 
marble mansion that gleams in 
the sun atop Afton Mountain near 
here will become a world cultural 
center for “the unification of man- 
kind” if the foundation which 
established it reaches its goal.

“This category,” he said, “in- 
cludes not only medical and educa- 
tional knowledge, and assistance 
and advice in such basic fields as 
sanitation, communications, road 
building and governmental serv- 
ices, but also, and perhaps most 
important, assistance in the sur- 
vey of resources and in planning 
for long-range economic develop- 


ment.” 
Physical Assistance. 

The other kind of help to be 
provided, he said, would cover ma- 
chinery and equipment and finan- 
cial assistance “in the creation of 
productive enterprises.” In this 
connection, he mentioned harbor 
development, road construction, 
irrigation and drainage projects, 
the development of public utilities, 
and the promotion of mining and 
manufacturing industries. 

He reported that the system 
planned would be for the United 
States to make agreements with 
each of the countries to be aided 
with the countries themselves re- 
quired to share costs and draw 
on their own resources, and also 
“to protect the American investor 
from unwarranted or discrimina- 
tory treatment under the laws of 
the country in which he makes 
his investment.” He said this na- 
tion would not ask “privileges for 
American capital greater than 
those granted to other investors in 
underdeveloped countries or great- 
er than we ourselves grant if this 
country.” 

Terms for Americans. 

American enterprises, he con- 
tinued, “should not waste local re- 
sources, should provide adequate 
wages and working conditions for 
local labor, and should bear an 
equitable share of the burden of 
local taxes.” 

He added: 

“At the same time, we believe 
that investors will send their cap- 
ital abroad on an increasing scale 
only if they are given assurance 
against risk of loss through ex- 
propriation (Government seizure) 
without compensation, unfair dis- 
criminatory treatment, destruction 
threugh war or rebellion, or the 
inability to convert their earnings 
into dollars.” 

Promoting the flow of American 
capital abroad, Truman said, in all 
probability will call for “novel de- 
vices.” At another point, he de- 
clared that this nation could not 
wait until stable world conditions 
invite such a capital flow. He 
argued also that “the development 
of these areas will strengthen the 
United Nations and the fabric of 
world peace.”

UAW SAID TORAVE 
WITHRELD RACKET 


Union Announces 
Charges Will Be Aired 
at Convention in Mil- 
waukee in July.

DETROIT, June 25 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers said 
today that the affairs of its Pater- 
son (N.J.) local, including two- 
year-old charges of gambling and 
racketeering, would be aired at 
the UAW convention in Milwau- 
kee next month. 

The UAW’s comments followed 
publication of a New York Times 
story that the 1947 UAW inter- 
national executive board had sup- 
pressed a report on the gambling 
and racketeering charges. 

The UAW restricted its formal 
comment to a statement that “the 
union does not want to go any 
farther than to say the affairs of 
Local 669 will be discussed at Mil- 
waukee in July.” 

Well-informed union sources 
said, however, that the Paterson 
local had been one of the storm 
centers of the UAW in recent 
years. A mass removal of its of- | 
ficers took place in 1945. 

Link With Rackets Alleged. 

The Times said the suppressed 
report purported to show a link 
between many of the officers of 
the Paterson local and gambling 
and racketeering interests in New 
Jersey. 

The Times said the report was 
made by a special UAW commit- 
tee on March 21, 1947, but that it 
was suppressed by the executive 
board. UAW president Walter P. 
Reuther was a minority member 
of that board at the time. 

According to the Times, a UAW 
group opposed to Reuther issued 
a pamphlet several weeks ago in 
which parts of the suppressed re- 
ports appeared. 

Copies of neither the pamphlet 
nor the report were available at 
UAW headquarters. 

The report grew out of develop- 
ments at the UAW’s 1946 interna- 
tional convention at which the 
then president R, J, Thomas was 
ousted by ‘“Reuther. 

Thomas, in one of his final acts 
as president, told the convention 
that’ “racketeers and hoodlums 
had threatened the lives of dele- 
gates” from Paterson and he 
named a special committee to in- 
vestigate the matter. 

The committee spent several 
months in its investigation and 
at one time reported to the UAW 
board that it had found one case 
of intimidation of a delegate. 

Thomas’ Report. 

Thomas, together with former 
Secretary-Treasurer George F. 
Addes and other anti-Reuther 
members of the board, continued 
the investigation of the Paterson 
situation and the 1947 report re- 
sulted. 

Both Thomas and Addes sub- 
sequently lost their offices in the 
UAW and the Paterson committee 
became inactive. 

UAW sources indicated today 
that another committee would in- 
vestigate the Paterson affair to 
determine if there was any pres- 
ent basis for the gambling and 
racketeering charges. 

roof Demanded. 

In Paterson, Rocco Bambara, 
president of Local 669, said “for 
once, we're going to make some 
people come out and prove their 
charges.” He did not elaborate 
on this statement but added the 
report was untrue. The _ local, 
Bambara said, has been a “target 
of attack” for some time.

West probably thought that he 
“got away with something” when 
his one-diamond bid was not 
doubled for penalties—but there 
can be other bad results from an 
unwise call! 

West opened his top diamond; 
dummy ducked and East won with 
the king. East shifted to the 
spade deuce; declarer played the 
king and West took the trick with 
the ace. Now West knocked out 
the diamond queen. 

Declarer cashed his four club 
tricks, and West found himself 
hard presséd for a discard. Figur- 
ing that his partner must have 
something in spades, West gave up 
the ten-spot of that suit in order 
to keep two diamonds. Deciarer, 
however, was ready to cope with 
this defense. He cashed the dia- 
mond acé and the spade queen, 
then laid down the heart king 
from his own hand. 

Obviously, West could hot af- 
ford to duck, because South would 
then lead another heart toward the 
queen, Taking the trick, however, 
was no more effective, because, 
after West had cashed his good 
diamond, he had to return a heart 
from his jack-eight. Declarer, 
holding the heart 10-5 in his own 
hand and the Q-46 in dummy, let 
West’s heart return come around 
to the ten-spot, thereby collecting 
the needed tricks. 

After East turned up with the 
diamond king, South could be rea- 
sonably sure that West had every 
other missing honor, and pian his 
play on that basis. If West had 
not doubled the opening club bid, 
South would have had to do some 
remarkable guessing.

HE reason that practically 
T every homemaker wants to 

know how to make perfect 
strawberry preserves is because 
guch preserves are practically 
everybody's favorite. To make 
beautiful preserves, we need to 
understand what qualifications 
we should aim for. First the fruit 
in the preserves must be plump, 
it must have brilliant color and 
the sirup surrounding it must be 
clear and viscous. e flavor of 
both fruit and sirup must be defi- 
nitely strawberry. This good fila- 
vor and fine color can be retained 
om. by brief — 

@ first essential for making 
ideal preserves is to choose 
thoroughly ripened firm berries. 
The berries must be a brilliant 
red and red all the way through. 
Very dark berries, though sweet 
and of fine flavor will never 
make lovely preserves. The right 

roportion of sugar and the way 
t is added is also important. Ber- 
ries contain a high proportion of 
water so making a sugar sirup to 
add to the berries is working 
against the wrong principle be- 
cause it adds unneeded water that 
calls for extra cooking which 
spoils both color and flavor. 

Instead dry sugar should be 
added to fruit. The sugar draws 
water from the berries to produce 
a fine flavored richly colored thin 
sirup. A short cooking period 
thickens the sirup somewhat ex- 
pels the air from the berry flesh 
causing it to shrink until almost 
flat. Allowing the cooked fruit 
to stand in this sirup allows the 
process of osmosis to go to work 
which méans that a good portion 
of the sugar sirup flows back into 
the berries. 

Osmosis ceases when the sugar 
concentration in the berry be- 
comes equal to that in the sirup, 
the berry reaches its plumpest 
most attractive stage and the 
sirup its thickest consistency. 
These preserves need to be packed 
in sterile jars small enough for 
the contents to be consumed if 
no more than three or four meals. 
Seal, wrap snugly in paper to ex- 
clude light and retain the color: 
Then place in your coolest storage 
spot. The New York Experiment 
Station workers have found that 
strawberry preserves stored in a 


‘cool place retain their color well 


while those stored in a warm 
place become darkened and ur- . 


appealing. 
Strawberry Preserves. 

Two pounds hulled berries, 5 
cups sugar, 4 tablespoons lemon 
juice. 

Choose thoroughly ripened, firm 
berries. Wash by turning un- 
hulled berries into water, swish 
through water. Hull. Tumble 
berries gently into sugar to pre- 
serve shape. Let stand 3 or 4 
hours. Place over very low heat, 
until simmering point is reached. 
Add lemon juice. Boil rapidly 
from 10 to 12 minutes (or until 
berries are clear and sirup thick). 
Cover and let stand overnight to 
become plump. Pack cold into 
clean, hot jars. Process 15 min- 


utes at simmering (175-185 de-- - 


grees F.); then complete seal. Ap- 
proximately 2 pints.
